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Study:  persecution  on  rise  worldwide 


WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  Social  hostili¬ 
ties  relating  to  religion  or  government 
restrictions  on  religion  n Me  substantially 
for  more  than  2.2  billion  people  —  nearly  a 
third  of  the  world's  total  population  — 
between  2006  and  2009,  according  to  a  new 
study  released  by  Pew  Research  Center's 
Forum  on  Religion  and  Public  Life. 

While  social  hostilities  rose  most  notice¬ 
ably  in  Europe,  the  study,  titled  Rising 
Restrictions  on  Religion,  also  found  that 
social  hostilities  involving  religion  have  been 
rising  significantly  in  China,  Thailand,  and 
Vietnam,  according  to  a  summary  of  fire 
research  released  August  9. 

Much  of  the  tension  in  Europe  centered 
around  the  region's  rapidly  growing 
Muslim  population  but  in  some  cases  also 
reflected  rising  anti-Semitism  and  antago¬ 
nism  toward  minorities  such  as  Jehovah's 
Witnesses,  the  report  noted. 

"In  France,  members  of  Parliament 
began  discussing  whether  women  should 
be  allowed  to  wear  the  burqa,  and 
President  Nicolas  Sarkozy  said  the  head- 
to-toe  covering  was  'not  welcome'  in 
French  society  the  report  stated.  "The 
French  government  also  put  pressure  on 
religious  groups  it  considers  to  be  cults, 
including  Scientologists.  For  example,  the 
lead  prosecutor  in  a  fraud  case  involving 
the  Church  of  Scientology  sought  to  have 
the  group  declared  a  'criminal  enterprise.'" 

Richard  Land,  president  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention's  Ethics  A 
Religious  Liberty  Commission  in 
Nashville,  called  the  study's  findings 
unsurprising  and  noted  that  Christians 
are  persecuted  in  greater  proportions  than 
any  other  religious  group  worldwide. 

"As  a  serving  member  of  the  United  States 
Commission  on  International  Religious 
Freedom,  which  monitors  the  state  of  reli¬ 
gious  freedom  around  the  world,  these  dis¬ 
mal  research  results  are  not  surprising  but 
instead  [are]  the  acceleration  of  a  downward 
spiral  that  has  been  going  on  for  more  than  a 
decade,"  Land  told  Baptist  Press.

FORT  WORTH  Texas  (BP) 
—  Ocielia  Gibson  impressed 
judges  at  the  Miss  Black  USA 
Scholarship  Pageant  2011, 
when  asked  how  the  nation 
could  improve  the  high  school 
graduation  and  college  entry 
rates  of  African  Americans. 

“A  lot  of  our  kids  need 
mentorship  and  tutoring  from 
other  successful  African 
Americans  that  they  can  look 
up  to,"  Gibson  said,  “so  a  key 
way  to  improve  the  gradua¬ 
tion  rate  and  college  entry  rate 
is  for  people  just  like  us  to 
come  back  and  give  back  to 
them  to  show  them  the  way,  to 
guide  them  and  to  help  them." 

Gibson,  a  women's  ministry 
student  at  Southwestern 
Seminary  in  Ft.  Worth,  subse¬ 
quently  was  crowned  Miss 
Blade  USA  on  August  9. 

Her  answer  during  the 
pageant  flowed  from  a  passion 
for  women's  ministry  mat  God 
placed  on  her  heart  as  a 
teenager.  “As  a  16-year-old 
who  had  recently  given  my  life 
to  Christ,"  Gibkm  writes  on 
her  website,  "I  sat  in  my  moth- 


watched  —  and  each  girl  I  saw 
degraded  —  I  began  to  grieve 
tremendously  in  my  heart." 

Her  grief  soon  turned  into 
tears  as  sne  wept  and  prayed  for 
the  young  women  she  saw  in 
the  music  videos.  At  that 
moment,  Gibson  writes,  God 
gave  her  a  "burden  for  my  gen¬ 
eration  of  young  sisters." 

Three  years  later  as  a  col¬ 
lege  student,  she  "stepped  out 
on  this  burden  and  estab¬ 
lished  the  More  Than  a  Pretty 
Face  After-School  Mentoring 
Program,"  she  writes. 

The  faith-based  ministry 
seeks  to  encourage  young 
women  to  live  in  purity,  to  h'1- 
them  discover  tneir  true 


identity,  and  to  "redefine  mod¬ 
em  beauty,"  according  to 
www.moremanaprettyface.org. 

The  ministry  has  reached 
more  than  1,000  young 
women  throughout  Gibson's 
native  state  of  Texas  and  in 
Arkansas,  edifying  them 
through  three  initiatives: 

•  Trie  Ultimate  Beauty  Dish, 
a  series  of  workshops  designed 
to  teach  young  women  about 
true  seif-identity. 

•  The  Ultimate  Beauty  Girls' 
Summits,  an  annual  summit  fea¬ 
turing  “award-winning  female 
specialists  and  speakers"  dis¬ 
cussing  sexual  purity  and  suc¬ 
cessful  womanhood . 

•  RENEW  HER  Project, 
giving  a  "pink  pocket  Bible" 
to  young  women  who  come  to 
Christ  through  the  ministry 
but  who  do  not  have  a  Bible 
of  their  own. 

Gibson  confessed  that  she 
came  through  many  struggles 
and  had  to  redefine  beauty  for 
herself  before  winning  the 
Miss  Black  USA  crown  and 
before  redefining  beauty  for 
other  young  women. 

Although  raised  by  a  caring 
single  mother,  the  abandon¬ 
ment  of  her  father  scarred  her, 
leaving  her  in  pain  and  confu¬ 
sion  as  a  young  girl. 

She  also  questioned  her  own 
beauty  because  of  unexplained 
hives  that  would  appear  on  her 
skin.  Her  self-esteem  plummet¬ 
ed'^  other  children  called  her 
"leopard,  spotted-bodied  girl 
alligator  skin,  and  ugly."

Seattle  Medium,  Gibson  said 
she  had  to  overcome  these 
issues  and  learn  to  believe  in 
herself.

In  2011,  there  are  119  boys  bom  for  every  100  girls, 
Littlejohn  said.  "Make  no  mistake,"  wrote  Littlejohn,  whose 
coalition  combats  coercive  abortion  and  sexual  slavery  in 
China,  "China's  One  Child  Policy  is  enforced  through  forced 
abortion,  forced  sterilization,  and  infanticide.  Women  are 
dragged  out  of  their  homes,  strapped  to  tables,  and  forced  to 
abort  babies  they  want,  up  to  the  ninth  month  of  pregnancy. 
Women  sometimes  die  during  diese  violent  procedures.  The 
One  Child  Policy  is  China's  war  on  women."  Government- 
mandated  population  control,  commonly  referred  to  as  the 
one-child  policy  and  sometimes  involving  coerced  abortion 
and  sterilization,  has  been  in  effect  in  China  for  more  than  30 
years.  In  a  culture  that  favors  males,  parents  often  choose 
abortion  when  they  learn  their  unborn  child  is  a  female. 
Infanticide,  especially  of  females,  also  has  been  reported.  The 
Chinese  policy  generally  limits  couples  in  urban  areas  to  one 
child  and  those  in  rural  areas  to  two,  if  the  first  is  a  girl.
